Kathy Fiscus Is Found Dead 
In Well Tomb After 52 Hours 


SAN MARINO, Calif., April 11.— 
(IP)—The world is a little sadder 
today. 
Little Kathy Fiscus was 
brought up dead from her well 
tomb after 52 hours. 
All mothers and fathers shared 
in some measure the grief that 
overcame David and Alice Fiscus 
when the body of their tow-headed 
three-year old was found lying in 
water, wedged about 100 feet down 
in the 14-inch pipe. 
The announcement of death, by 
drowning, at 8:58 (PST) last night 
brought to a tragic end the tireless 
digging of weary rescuers and the 
anxious waiting of sympathizers 
everywhere. 
Dr. 
Harry L. Deutsch of the 
county coroner's office performed 
an autsopy today. He said he could 
not immediately confirm the fam- 
ily physician's diagnosis of drown- 
ing, but could say definitely—thus 
scouting 
widely-heard 
rumors— 
that she was not strangled by the 
rope thrown to her in the early 
minutes 
of the grim struggle to 
save her. 
He said there were no broken 
bones and that she had been dead 
about 48 hours when she was re- 
moved, confirming estimates that 
she lived 'only a few hours. Pend-

her last screams. 
There was sadness in the sweat- 
and-dlrt streaked faces of the 60 
or more volunteer workers as Bill 
Yancey, one of the heroic diggers, 
came up the cable with the body 
wrapped in a gray blanket A 
black hearse was waiting. 
Much Advice. 
It spelled "finis" to the two-day 
and two-night vigil for the dis- 
traught parents, who had received 
hundreds of telegrams from well- 
wishers, many offering suggestions 
how to rescue the child. The Fls- 
cuses appeared to take the result 
'beautifully," sold a physician. But 
their grief was deep inside. 
"There is nothing we can say but 
merely thank all the people who 
have been helpful," said the mother 
ind father. Flscus is San Marino 
Dranch manager for the company 
which sank the well. 
Only last 
week he had urged enactment of a 
state law to cap up all old wells. 
Rescue workers knew they were 
in for trouble when a water table 
was struck at about the 40th hour 
of operations.

child was trapped above the water 
level. Besides, they reasoned, the 
well had been abandoned as dry.

Only 
the entrance bell tower remained 
standing.

lowed was quickly put out. 


Church officials attributed 
the 
blast to escaping bottled furnace 
fuel gas. Phil Wachendorf, a par- 
ishioner, said "everything blew up" 
when ha throw a furnace switch. 
The church' had a seating capac- 
ity of 250 but only about 76 wor- 
shippers were in thoir paws. Many 
others stood in small groups out- 
side while waiting for the mas to 
begin. They escaped Injury.

down more than 75 feet, before it 
was abandoned. 
Its sides started 


to slide just after Kelly had cut a 
window at 67 feet and said he saw 
the girl's arm and dress.

er 30-Inch shaft was drilled down 
beyond 100 feet and a 24-inch cas- 
ing, was sunk.

Given For Study* 
In Atomic Field 


MOSCOW, April 11—</P)t-The Sov- 
iet Council of Mlnesters Saturday 
awarded the Stalin prize for 1948 
for discoveries and inventions by 
Russian scientists In the atomic 
and cosmic ray fields, for develop- 
ing new type weapons and planes, 
and other achievements. 


To Georgl Latyshev, head of the 


laboratory of the Leningrad In- 
stitute of Physics and Technical 


Research went a prize for experi- 
mental research in "the sphere of 
the atomic nucleus." 


A similar prize went to 
Sergei 


Vernon, of the Moscow State Uni- 
versity, for "experimental 
study 


of cosmic rays In the upper strata 
of the atmosphere."
